a “chain reaction” that could 
be “fraught with serious con- 
sequences.” 

Khrushchev, speaking at a 
Kremlin reception for grad- 
uates of the Soviet Military 
Academy, said American re- 
connaissance flights in “viola- 
tion” of Cuba’s sovereignty 
gave Russia the same right 
in relation to Soviet neigh- 
bors that “are members of 
military blocs, allie’s of the 
United States.” 


The Soviet leader said Russia 
supports wars by peoples 
seeking liberation, asserting: 
“Such wars we regard as just 
and holy.”
